1 . (Currently Amended) A music data storing apparatus for adding music 
information about a song to music data of the song read from a storage medium, 
comprising: 

a first storing storage unit operable to store mus i c information to music data 
comprising music information : 

a second storing unit operable to store music information about individual songs 
recorded on a plurality of storage media; 

a third storing unit operable to store identification information about songs 
recorded on a pred e t e rmined storage medium and store stor e d locations of music data 
of individual songs stored in said first storing unit when music information about songs 
recorded on t he storage medium is not stored in said second storing unit; and 

a control unit operable to obtain music information about a song from said 
second storing unit, and if the music information about the song recorded on a storage 
medium indicated by identification information stored in said third storing unit is stored in 
said second unit and the version of music information about songs recorded on the 
storage medium stored at the second storing unit is updated, the control unit is further 
operable to: 

obtain a stored location of the song from said third storing unit, 
add the obtained music information about a song to the music data stored 
at the obtained stored location, and 

store the music information and th e music data comprising the added 
music information in said first storing unit if tho music informat i on about a storag e 
m e d i um indicat e d by id e ntif i cation information stor e d in said third storing unit is 
stor e d in said socond stor i ng unit wh e n th e v e rsion of said s e cond stor i ng un i t i s 
updat e d . 
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2. (Currently Amended) The music data storing apparatus of claim 1 , wherein when 
said control unit stores music data from a prodotorm i n e d storage medium in said first 
storing unit, said control unit determines whether music information about songs 
recorded on the storage medium is stored in said second storing unit, obtains the music 
information, adds the music information to the music data read from the storage 
medium, and stores tho mus i c information and the music data comprising the obtained 
music information in said first storing unit if the music information is stored in said 
second storing unit. 

3. (Currently Amended) The music data storing apparatus of claim 1 , wherein said 
control unit stores music data of individual songs in the first storing unit without adding 
music information to the music data or with adding substitute substitut i ng music 
information to the music data i n sa i d stor i ng un i t if the music information is not stored in 
said second storing unit. 

4. (Original) The music data storing apparatus of claim 1 , further comprising: 

a music data encoding unit for encoding the music data of the individual songs 
recorded on said storage medium, wherein said control unit stores encoded music data 
in said first storing unit. 

5. (Original) The music data storing apparatus of claim 1 , wherein storage areas on 
a hard disk comprise said first, second and third storing units. 

6. (Original) The music data storing apparatus of claim 1 , wherein said storage 
medium is a compact disc (CD), and the identification information about said storage 
medium is TOC information about the CD. 

7. (Original) The music data storing apparatus of claim 1 , wherein said music 
information includes an album name, an artist name and titles of the individual songs. 
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8. (Currently Amended) A music data storing apparatus for adding music 
information about a song to music data of the song read from a storage medium 
comprising: 

a first storing storag e unit operable to store music information and music data 
comprising music information ; 

a second storing unit operable to store music information about individual songs 
recorded on a plurality of storage media; 

a music information obtaining unit operable to obtain music information about 
individual songs recorded on a sate storage medium from an external apparatus 
through the Internet; 

a third storing unit operable to store identification information about songs 
recorded on the a pr e d e t e rmin e d storage medium and store stor e d locations of music 
data of individual songs stored in said first storing unit when music information about 
songs recorded on the pr e d e t e rmin e d storage medium is not stored in said second 
storing unit and music information about songs recorded on the storage medium is not 
available cannot b e obtainod from said external apparatus; and 

a control unit operable to determine whether music information about songs 
recorded on the [[a]] storage medium indicated by identification information stored in 
said third storing unit can be obtained from said external apparatus through the Internet, 
and if the music information can be obtained from said external apparatus, the control 
unit is further operable to: 

obtain the music information about a song on the storage medium from 

said external apparatus , 

obtain a stored location of the song from said third storing unit, 

add the obtained music information to the music data at the obtained 

stored location, and 

store th o mus i c i nformation and the music data comprising the added 

music information in said first storing unit i f th o music i nformation can b e 

obtain e d . 

9. (Currently Amended) The music data storing apparatus of claim 8, wherein said 
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control unit is operable to store music data stored on from a pr e d e torminod storage 
medium in said first storing unit, determine whether music information about the songs 
recorded on the storage medium is stored in said second storing unit, and determine if 
the music information about the songs recorded on the storage medium can be 
obtained from said external apparatus through the Internet if the music information 
about the songs recorded on the storage medium is not stored in said second storing 
unit, and wherein said control unit is operable to add the music information about a song 
to the music data of the song read from the pred e t e rmin e d storage medium, and store 
stor e s tho music i nformat i on and the music data comprising the obtained music 
information in said first storing unit if the music information about the songs recorded on 
the storage medium is stored in said second storing unit or can be obtained from said 
external apparatus through the Internet. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) The music data storing apparatus of claim 8, wherein said 
control unit stores music data of individual songs in said first storing unit without adding 
music information to the music data or with adding substitute subst i tuting music 
information to the music data in said first stor i ng un i t if the music information is not 
stored in said second storing unit. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The music data storing apparatus of claim 8, wherein said 
control unit monitors at system start-up whether music information about a song 
recorded on a storage medium indicated by identification information stored in said third 
storing unit can be obtained from said external apparatus through the Internet at syst e m 
start up . 

1 2. (Currently Amended) The music data storing apparatus of claim 8, further 
comprising: 

a music data encoding unit operable to encode the music data of the individual 
songs recorded on said storage medium, wherein said control unit stores encoded 
music data in said first storing unit. 
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1 3. (Currently Amended) The music data storing apparatus of claim 8, wherein [[a]] 
storage areas on a hard disk comprise said first, second and third storing units. 

14. (Original) The music data storing apparatus of claim 8, wherein said storage 
medium is a compact disc (CD), and the identification information about said storage 
medium is TOC information of the CD. 

15. (Original) The music data storing apparatus of claim 8, wherein said music 
information includes an album name, an artist name and titles of the individual songs. 

1 6. (Currently Amended) A music data storing method for adding music information 
about a song to music data of the song read from a storage medium and then storing 
storo tho mus i c i nformation and the music data comprising the added music information , 
the method comprising the acts of: 

providing first, second and third storing units; 

determining whether music information about songs recorded on a 
pred e t e rm i n e d storage medium is stored in said second storing unit when storing music 
data from the storage medium in said first storing unit; 

storing the music data of individual songs in said first storing unit without adding 
the music information to the music data or with adding substitute substituting music 
information to the music data in sa i d first storing unit ; 

storing identification information about songs recorded on said storage medium 
and stored locations of the music data of the individual songs in said third storing unit 
when the music information is not stored in said second storing unit; 

determining whether music information indicated by identification information 
stored in said third storing unit is stored in said second storing unit when the version of 
music information stored in said second storing unit is updated; and 

storing the music information about a song read from said second storing unit in 
said first storing unit such that the music information is added to music data at a stored 
location read from said third storing unit if the music information is stored in said second 
storing unit. 
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17. (Currently Amended) The music data storing method of claim 16, wherein when 
music data from a pr e d e t e rm i n e d storage medium is stored in said first storing unit, if 
music information about the storage medium is stored in said second storing unit, the 
music information is added to the music data of a song read from said storage medium, 
and th e mus i c i nformation and the music data comprising the added music information 
is afe stored in said first storing unit. 

1 8. (Currently Amended) A music data storing method for adding music information 
about a song to music data of the song read from a storage medium, and then, storing 
th e music i nformat i on and the music data comprising the added music information in a 
storing unit, the method comprising the acts of: 

providing first, second and third storing contro l units; 

determining whether music information about songs recorded on a 
pred e t e rm i n e d storage medium is stored in said second storing unit, and determining 
whether music information about individual songs recorded on of the storage medium 
can be obtained from an external apparatus through the Internet if the music information 
about songs recorded on t he storage medium is not stored in said second storing unit 
when storing the music data from the storage medium in said first storing unit; 

storing the music data of individual songs in said first storing unit without adding 
the music information to the music data or with adding substitute subst i tuting music 
information to the music data in sa i d f i rst stor i ng un i t ; 

storing identification information about songs recorded on said storage medium 
and stored locations of the music data of the individual songs in said third storing unit if 
the music information about songs recorded on t he pr o d o tormin e d storage medium is 
not stored in said second storing unit and cannot be obtained from said external 
apparatus; 

checking whether music information about songs recorded on a storage medium 
indicated by identification information stored in said third storing unit can be obtained 
from said external apparatus through the Internet; and 

storing the music information about a song stored in said first in said storing unit 
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such that the music information is added to the music data at said stored location read 
from said third storing unit if the music information can be obtained. 

19. (Currently Amended) The music data storing method of claim 18, wherein when 
music data from the pr e d e t e rmin e d storage medium is stored in said first storing unit A if 
music information about songs recorded on the storage medium is stored in said 
second fifst storing unit or can be obtained from said external apparatus through the 
Internet, the music information is added to the music data of a song read from the 
storage medium, and tho music informat i on and the music data comprising the added 
music information is afe stored in said first storing unit. 

20. (Currently Amended) The music data storing method of claim 1 8, wherein said 
control unit monitors at system start-up whether it is possible to obtain music 
information about a storage medium indicated by identification information stored in said 
third storing unit from said external apparatus through the Internet at syst e m start up . 
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
